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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgeiy are atti-ihutable to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empire and in other counti'ies. 



It is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in submitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon. In 550 cases of 
that description brought to the Hospital, the average age is estimated 
at seven years, although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation. 
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REPORT for 1872. 



At least twelve years in succession have witnessed a 
rapid growth in pubUc usefulness, scientific prestige, 
and material prosperity of the Royal London Ophthal- 
Mio Hospital; and the Committee of Management 
are much gratified to be able to report on the present 
occasion that, not only has no interruption to that 
auspicious process of development been experienced 
during the past year, but that it has advanced in 
some respects beyond all former precedent. The 
reason of this accelerated progress may be traced to 
remote as well as to moire recent causes, namely — ^to 
the first establishment of the Institution, not as a 
private speculation, but by the combined efforts of all 
the heads of the Medical Profession of that period, 
who perceived the indispensable condition of isolation 
for the successful treatment of many of the diseases 
of the eye ; to the judicious selection of the original 
Surgical and Medical Staff, and to a long roll of 
eminent successors ; to the more recent invention of 
the Ophthalmoscope, which initiated a complete revo- 
lution in the science and practice of Ophthalmology ; 
and, lastly, to the highly-cultivated powers and 
unequalled experience of the actual Staff of the 
Hospital, who have utilized that important discovery 
with such success for the benefit of science and 
humanity" as to place the Institution in the first rank 
among the Medical Charities of the present day. Its 
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present position and popularity are, therefore, no 
merely fortuitous events, but the inevitable result 
of wise and harmonious co-operation between the 
Scientific and Administrative departments during the 
whole period of its distinguished career. Unforseen 
calamity could alone arrest the progress of such an 
Institution, or destroy the memory of its achieve- 
ments. It has now attained a place in public 
confidence and esteem which, with the augmented 
support they are calculated to produce, cannot but 
tend still further to enlarge the scope and increase 
the efficacy of its beneficent action upon that large 
class of sufferers comprised within the sphere of its 
speciality. Although unendowed, and subsisting from 
year to year almost entirely upon casual contribu- 
tions, the Committee cannot too thankfully acknow- 
ledge the prompt and liberal manner in which the 
claims of the Hospital are usually met by the public 
generally, but especially by many generous sup- 
porters, whose long-tried attachment to its interests 
have hitherto averted the necessity of resorting to 
the small invested property it possesses — the accu- 
mulation, to some extent, of many years' careful 
economies, and an invaluable resource in time of 
unavoidable need. 

As before stated, and as will be seen by the State- 
ment of Beceipts and Disbursements, the financial 
results of the past year have been very satisfactory, 
the total amount of Annual Subscriptions and Dona- 
tions being j64,484. 7s. 9d., or an increase of about 
ijl,100 over those of the preceding twelve months. 
This is due to the receipt of several very liberal 



Bequests and Donations, the particulars of which 
are annexed, but more especially to that peerless 
Ministrant of Charity, who, recognised only by the 
initials T. E. C, has for the fourth time contributed 
the munificent sum of £1,000 to the Funds of the 
Hospital. Painfully conscious of their inability to 
convey to their unknown Benefactor an adequate 
expression of their sentiments for this priceless aid 
to the Institution, the Committee are consoled by the 
reflection that if, as. is generally believed, it is the 
same unprecedented Almsgiver who, for the last four 
or five years, has sown his wealth broadcast, as it 
were, among the numerous needy Charities of the 
metropolis, the dispenser of so much good has a far 
higher source of gratification than the feeble lan- 
guage of acknowledgment from the recipients of his 
matchless bounty. ** The charitable mind has its 
own consolations," and, it may be added, its own 
high reward. 

Another pleasing incident of the year merits par- 
ticular notice. At the death of the late Mr. Alex- 
ANDEB, the founder of the Eoyal Infirmary for Diseases 
of the Eye, formerly situate in Cork Street, it was 
found by the authorities that it was inexpedient, if 
not impossible, to continue its existence. It was 
accordingly closed, and after discharging its liabilities, 
a balance remained of £208. 12s. lid., which they 
resolved to present to the funds of this Institution. 
For this kind act the Committee are chiefly indebted 
to Frank Milne, Esq., who, together with Henry 
R. T. Alexander, Esq., Eev. Sir Chas. Clarke, 
Bart.> and Chas. John Poulden, Esq., have been 



elected Honorary Life Governors of this Hospital. 
A most liberal contribution of J6250 has been likewise 
received from Peter Eeid, Esq. ; another of J6100 
from an anonymous donor, M. A. L. ; and one of JB50 
from the Countess of Powis, which are hereby very 
gratefully acknowledged. 

The following are the Legacies alluded to : — 
dE90 by the late W. H. Dean, Esq.; jeiOO by the 
late Edward Macmurdo, Esq. ; JilOO by the late 
Ambrose Argenti, Esq.; ±'500 by the late John 
Graham, Esq. ; and a further instalment of ^£100 under 
the will of the late Lord Henry Seymour ; for all of 
which the Committee beg to return their most cordial 
thanks to the friends and executors of the respective 
Testators. Mrs. Clementina Jane Orby Dean, 
George Thos. Wm. Muggleston, Esq., Thomas 
Ehoades, Esq., T. C. Smith, Esq., Charles Dunn, 
Esq., John Graham Mostleman, Esq., and Nicholas 
Argenti, Esq., have been elected Honorary Life 
Governors of the Institution in respect of the above 
Legacies, in accordance with the Eules of the Hospital. 

With regard to the expenditure during the year, a 
small increase will be observed, but it is owing 
solely to the furnishing of new wards, and to the 
well-known increase in the prices of provisions, 
&c. It amounts to £8,880. 15s. lOd., as against 
dB3,633. 4s. lid. last year. The Medical and Surgical 
Beport exhibits, as usual, an enormous amount of 
labour by the Staff of the Hospital. The number of 
in-patients treated during the year has been 1,318, or 
nearly 250 more than in the preceding one. The total 
number of attendances of out-patients were 95,160, 
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exceeding those of last year by aboat 400; while the 
number of operations on both in and out-patients 
amounts to the extraordinary number of 2,372. 
When it is added that only a very small percentage 
of those sufferers fail to be either restored, if blind, 
to useful sight, or to have impaired vision consider- 
ably improved,that mind must be at once a thoughtless 
and thankless one that can regard with indifference the 
rare endowment of scientific and moral excellence dis- 
closed by those figures, since, as is well known, this 
inestimable boon is bestowed upon the poor quite 
gratuitously, at a great sacrifice of valuable time 
and pecuniary emolument. The Committee feel sure 
that the Governors will cordially unite with them in 
an expression of the highest esteem and appreciation 
of the indefatigable labours of their Surgical Staff 
during the past as well as for many preceding years. 
A subject of great importance may here be appro- 
priately alluded to. The Governors have, doubtless, 
as well as the Committee, observed in the public 
Press, from time to time, allegations of a large 
amount of undiscriminating charity being dispensed 
at the various Hospitals of the metropolis. Al- 
lowing for much exaggeration in some of those 
statements, the existence of the evil must be 
admitted, and it is as idle to deny as it is diffi- 
cult to repress it. The Committee of this Hos- 
pital have long been aware of the abuse, and have 
adopted from time to time such measures as they 
deemed effectual to put an end to it. Only those, 
however, who have practical acquaintance with the 
difficulty can form an idea of the diverse forms of 
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concealment of their real position adopted by some 
applicants, and the shameless mendacity of others to 
obtain gratuitously what they have ample means to 
pay for. Two remarkable instances will illustrate 
this. Some years ago, a "poor farmer "from the 
north of England came to the hospital blind from 
cataract in both eyes. There being no apparent 
reason to doubt his representations ol poverty, he 
was at once received as an in-patient, operated upon, 
and in due time discharged with excellent sight, 
which, it is believed, he enjoys to the present time. 
A few years afterwards it was well known that he 
had, by the death of a relative, inherited enormous 
wealth; and at the same time it was ascertained, 
upon inquiry, that he, before, had been the possessor of 
a very large amount of personal and landed property. 
Several appeals were then made to this individual for 
pecuniary aid to the Hospital, but all of them were 
treated with contemptuous silence. 

More recently a female, having the appearance of a 
respectable servant, presented herself at the desk of 
one of the Surgeons in the out-patient department. 
She was examined in her turn and prescribed for, and 
she took her departure without the slightest suspicion 
of imposition being entertained by any one present. 
Quite accidentally, she was observed, a few minutes 
afterwards, by one of the officials of the Institution, 
to enter a carriage with a pair of horses and a liveried 
coachman, who received her directions with every 
mark of respect, and drove rapidly off; the lady, 
doubtless, indulging in much self-gratulation at the 
ingenious manner in which she had procured the best 
advice and saved a fee. 
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If persons in the condition of these two patients 
can thas dishonour themselves, it will be perceived 
how difficult is the task of detecting imposition in 
individuals many degrees lower in the social scale, 
though equally improper objects of gratnitoos advice. 
The Committee, however, beg to assure the Governors 
and the public that they have recently adopted other 
expedients for this purpose, already with some good 
effect, and calculated, they hope, in a short time, to 
eradicate an evil which has naturally caused much 
indignant comment in the public Press, as well as 
great anxiety and trouble to themselves and to the 
Surgical Staff of the Hospital. 

The Committee are pleased to state that Mr. 
Fbedebick H. Hankey has consented to fill the 
vacancy at their Board caused by the lamented 
death of his respected father, Mr. Thomas Alebs 
Hakkey, as announced in the last Beport. 

They desire, in conclusion, to express their heart- 
felt thanks to all those kind friends, individually and 
collectively, who have aided them so effectually 
by their kind and liberal contributions during the 
past* year; and to assure them that they highly 
appreciate the confidence thus evinced in their admi- 
nistration of the affairs of this noble Institution, which 
it is their pride and privilege to serve to the best 
of their judgment and ability.

I. 

NAME. 

The Royal London Ophthalmic Hospital shall became and 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every country and P^n><>J^' 
denomination, suffering from disease or injury of the Eye. 

II. 
OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, behig poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objects, 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Patient. In-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital. 

III. 

MANAGEMENT. 
Oommittee : its Powers and Functions. 

The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com* Manage- 
mittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap-™®**** 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; and the President, the 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Trustees shall be, ece officio , 
members of the Committee. The Committee, at their first 
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Meeting after being chosen, to elect a Chairman and Deputy 
Chairman. The Committee may appoint to vacancies during 
the current year^ so as to maintain the full number of 
twenty-four should they think iit.
